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Applicant argues that Takano and/or Persson et al. fail to teach or to suggest that the 
radio network controller includes "a reference-value determining unit configured to determine, as 
a reference value, a downlink transmission power value of the base station which services" a 
determined cell having good communications quality, as recited in independent Claim 1 . 

However, Takano teaches a mobile communications system, comprising a plurality of 
base stations, and a radio controller which controls each of said base stations (Fig. 1; Page 1, 
Para 001 1; and Page 4, Para 0058-0059, 0061, & 0068-0070 of Takano), wherein each said base 
station comprises: a reference-value determining unit configured to determine, as a reference 
numbers; which read on claimed reference value, a downlink transmission power value of the 
base station which services the determined cell (Page 5, Para 0083-0086; Page 6, Para 0090 & 
0095; Page 7, Para 0105-0106; Page 8, Para 0115-01 16; Page 9, Para 0125-0130 & 0136; and 
Page 10, Para 0148 in respect to Abstract; Page 3, para 0056-Page 4, para Page 4, Para 0069; 
Page 5, Para 0073-0076; Page 6, Para 0092 & 0094; and Page 7, Para 0105 & 0108-01 14 of 
Takano).
